96. The Lords Supper is a Sicramenr, whercin by giv- 
ing and receiving Bread and Wine, according ro Gods ap- 
pointment, his death is ſhewed forrh, and the worthy Re- 
Ceivers are not after a corporal and carnal manner, bur by 
faith made parrakers of his body and blood, with all his
